Chicago, Ill., Feb. 9 (A.P.).-- Five 
persons, two of them policemen, were 
shot and killed today and two“others 
wounded when a negro with a fancied 
grudge against a packing house em- 
ploye set out with a pistol to seek 
revenge.

Gale Causes Heavy Losses 
In the Los Angeles Region 


Dome of Mt. Lowe Observatory Torn Off and Telescope. 


Cracked; Houses and Planes Wrecked; 
Fires Spread By the Storm. 


Los Angeles, Calif.. Feb 9 (A.P.).—A 
terrif'c windstorm mowed a swath of 
havoc in the Los Angeles region of 
southern California today and then de- 
parted almost as quickly as it came. 

The galc tore off the dome of Mount 
Lowe Observatory, near Pasadena, and 
cracked its huge telescope in two, The 
wind eat times reached a velocity of 60 
miles an hour and wrecked houses, tore 
up trees, fanned into flames two fires 
that menaced many fine buildings 
and crushed several airplanes.’ 

Chester Hammack, a 13-year-old boy, 
was Killed when he grasped a 4,000-volt 
electric line whicn had blown down 
near his home near Pasadena.

CONTEMPT CHARGES 


Defense Begins Presentation 
of Evidence in Cases of 
Sinclair and Burns. 


M’MULLIN TESTIMONY 
ATTACKED BY WRIGHT 


Counsel Denounces Former 
Operative as “Foul-Hearted 
Fiend;” Arguments Bitter.

Presentation of defense testimony 
in the contempt trial of Harry F. Sin- 
clair, W. J. Burns and three other 
respondents was begun yesterday after 
Justice Frederick L> Siddons had grant- 
ed the separate motion for the dis- 
charge of the rulé and the dismissal 
of the petition in so far as it involved 
Sheldon Clark, of Chicago, vice presi- 
dent of the Sinclair Refining Co. 

The court ruled, despite its decision 
on Wednesday against the discharge 
of all the respondents, that the Gov- 
' ernment had not proved beyond 4 rea- 
sonable doubt that Mr. Clark had beén 
guilty of contempt, but it suggested 
that similar motions which Charles 
A. Douglas, of the Burns agency, pro- 
posed to make be deferred until de- 
fense evidence had been submitted. 

The presence of a witness on the 
stand, on this occasion S. M. Current, 
an official of the Ohio State Peniten- 
tiary, had the effect of throwing the 
proceedings back into the involved 
jegal status which has presented itself 
so Often before. Counsel for the 
respondents sought through the 
witness to impeach the testimony of 
William J. McMullin, demonstrate his 
lack of credibility and establish his 
bias, and Maj. Peyton Gordon, United 
States district attorney, fought with 
equal .force to prevent widening of 
the case into what he termed collateral 
matters. 


Finger Prints Start Argument. 


As a result, Mr. Current was not al- 
lowed to answer more than half a 
cozen questions and more than two 
hours was consumed in argument for 
and against the right of the witness 
to compare alleged finger prints of Mc- 
Mullin and testify whether or not he 
considered them to have been made by 
the same person. 

Mr. Douglas contended that he haa 
a right to obtain such evidence from 
the witness on the ground that it 
would tend to impeach McMullin’s 
testimony and throw light upon his 
credibility. Judge Daniel Thew Wright, 
counsel] for Henry Mason Day, in an 
argument, referred to McMullin as a 
*foul-hearted fiend,” and was admow- 
ished by the Court. He insisted that 
the evidence was admissible because 
one of the papers was McMullin’s al- 
leged application for employment with 
the Burns agency In 1925 on which he 
had beer refused work, and that this 
refusal had created a state of bias 
which inspired McMullin in his testl- 
mony in the present case. 

Justice Siddons, although he indi- 
cated that he thought such an inquiry 
would be going far afield ar that it 
was best to stop at the present stage, 
reserved his decision on this particular 
point until this morning at the request 
of Mr Douglas, who said that -he 
wished to have time to consult further 
authorities. 


Refuses to Withhold Ruling. 


The motion for dismissal of Mr. 
Clark was preceded when court opened 
by an effort on the part of Judge 
Wright to have the Court hold up its 
ruling of the previous day refusing the 
motion to dismiss as far as all of the 
respondents were concerned. The at- 
torney for Mr. Day argued that he 
wished to have further opportunity to 
present the Court his views on the 
matter of indirect tendency to obstruct 
justice which Justice Siddons indicated 
in his ruling was as pertinent as the 
direct tendency which counsel for the 
respondents had emphasized. Justice 
Siddons ruled, however, that the mat- 
ter had been disposed of by his deci- 
sion of the previous day. 

The successful argument for the dis- 
charge of Mr. Clark was made by E. 
C. Brandenburg and Morgan Beach, 
his counsel in the case. Mr. Branden- 
burg insisted that the Government’s 
evidence showed that the part of Mr. 
Clark in the case had been that of 
either a friend of Mr. Day or a mes- 
senger boy and that he had had noth- 
ing to do with the employment of 
the Burns agency.

Walsh Subpenas Millionaire to Obtain Information. 


Refused by Stewart. Denies He Knows Anything 


About Deals in Bonds. 


On Stand Tomorrow. 


(Associated Press.) 

The Senate inquiry into the opera- 
tions of the Continental Trading Co. 
of Canada will be reopened tomorrow 
with John D. Rockefeller, jr.. recog- 
nized head of the Standard Oi! inter- 
ests, as the chief witness. 

Rockefeller accepted a telegraphic 
subpena yesterday from the Teapot 
Dome committee, but at the same 
time advised Senator Walsh, of Mone 
tana. the prosecutor of the investiga- 
tion, that he still was “without infcr- 
mation which has not already be-:n 
submitted to the committee.” 

The subpena for Rockefeller was Iis- 


sued after the committee had made 
public correspondence between him and 
Senator Walsh with respect to the ap- 
pearance of Robert W. Stewart, chair- 
man of the bord of the Standard Ol) 
Co. of Indiana, before the investigat- 
ing body. 

The chairman of the board of trus- 
tees of the ‘Rockefeller Foundation. is 
to be questioned as to whether Stewart 
gave to him information which he with- 
held from the committee—what knowl- 
edge, if any, he had of persons who 
received liberty bonds from the Con- 
tinental and whether he had discussed 
the disposition of those bonds with 
Harry F. Sinclair, central figure in the 
whole oil inquiry. 

In his telegram to Senator Walsh, 
Rockefeller saic he had personally ex- 
pressed his regret to Stewart that the 
latter had not answered all the ques- 
tions put to him, and had been in- 
formed that nothing could change the 
decision of the Standard of Indiana 
Official against whom the Senate has 
asked the District of Columbia Supreme 
Court to start contempt proceedings. 

Informing Senator Walsh that Stew- 
art had stated that the stockholders 
of his company could have his resigna- 
tion whenever they desired it, Rocke- 
feller said “this is a question which 
the stockholders should, of course, and 
will, naturally, consider as the matter 
develops.” 


Other Witnesses Called. . 


Besides Rockefeller, the committee 
also has subpenaed A.W. Rice, manager 
ol the New York branch of the Domin- 
ion Bank of Canada and C. S. Howard, 


now of Toronto, but formerly connected 
with the New York agency of the 
Dominion Bank. They are also to be 
questioned Saturday. 

Subpenas also have been sent to a 
number of clerks of the Dominion 
agency. They are. to be asked about 
notations on the margins of the ledger 
accounts of the Continental Co. and 
H. 8. Osler, jr., of Toronto, who headed 
the corporation which made $3,000,000 
in profits in dealing in American oil. 

Chairman Nye said photostatic copies 
of these ledger sheets had been ob- 
tained by the committee and that some 
of the notations were of “peculiar” 
character. 

New York, Feb. 9 (A.P.).—John D. 
Rockefeller, jr., today sent the follow- 
ing telegram to Senator Walsh: 

“I have seen Col. Stewart and have 
told him in person what I have said 
to him in my letter of January 24, of 
which you have a copy, n y, that 
in my Judgment the public interest de- 
mands that the fullest possible light be 
thrown upon the matter now under in- 
vestigation by the Senate committee. 

“TI also told him that I greatly re- 
gretted he had not answered the ques- 
tions put to him. Col. Stewart con- 
firmed the position which he had taken 
before the committee and sald nothing 
could change his decision. He further 
stated that he did not wish to embar- 
Tass in any way the stockholders of his 
company and that they could have his 
resignation whenever they desired 1%. 
This is a question which the stockhold- 
ers should of course and will naturally 
consider as the matter develops. 

“While greatly regretting the present 
situation and frankly at a loss to know 
what more I can do, I stand ready, as 
heretofore, to render any service in my 
power to help the committee in its ef- 
fotrs to expose wrong doing.

Sinclair and Henry Mason Day of what 
was being done. The Government has 
shown that this was a general enter- 
prise and that Mr. Clark knew of it 
and participated in it.”

Sunlight Filters Through 
Glass Preparation Without 
Losing Ultra-Violet Rays. 


A scientifically constructed solarium, 
paneled with glass so prepared that 
sunlight filters through it without 
losing any of the ultra-violet rays 
necessary to the health of the tots who 
gather there, was dedicated yesterday 
at Neighborhood House, 470 N street 
southwest, by the board of trustees of 
the institution. 

Yesterday's dedication followed an 
extensive experiment with the new 
glass preparation, during which health 
records of preschool classes at the set- 
tlement house were observed to im- 
prove by a third over past records. 
Further research at the house by Dr 
Hazel L. Munsell, of the Public Health 
Service, with white rats showed the 
glass of curative value in cases of 
rickets.

Put at 100,000 Years 


Chicago, Feb. 9 (A.P.).—From the 
shifting sands of the Sahara desert, 
a University of Chicago Egyptology 
expedition has unearthed — relics 
Which it believes proves the exis- 
tence of a barbaric civilization pos- 
sibly 100,000 years old, 

The location of the trail examined 
by the explorers lies along the ter- 
races of the Nile, which they believe 
once was a dense jungle, traversed 
by many Streams and thousands of 
barbaric humans, 

“The terraces of the Nile which 
this evidence date back 
thousands and thousands of years,” 
reported Dr. Kenneth Sanford, a 
member of the expedition. “In 
these giant steps we found imple- 
ments imbedded by which we were 
able to trace the slow development 
of man in pre-historic times.”

000,000,000 in 1927

All records for cigarette production in 
the United States were shattered last 
year when more than 97,000,000,000 were 
produced, representing an increase of 
approximately 7,000,000,000 over 1926 
The steady increase during the last ten 
years as reported by the Internal Reve- 
nue Bureau is attributed by tobacco 
manufacturers partly to a spread of 
cigarette smoking among women. 

While cigarette production showed 
an increase, cigars decreased by about 
7,000,000, production last year totaling 
about 7,000,000,000. Smoking tobacco 
production slumped. On the other 
hand, snuff increased more than 2,000,- 
000 pounds, and playing cards went up 
nearly 3,000,000 packs, to a 44,000,000- 
pack mark. 

Despite «rohibition, production of 
distilled spirits and wines increased 
70,941 gallons, a total’of 8,231,706 gal- 
lons being made last year.

COL. LATROBE NAMED 
COOLIDGE’S CHIEF AID 


Appointment of Cavalryman 
to Winship Post Announced 
at White House. 


Appointment of Col. Osmun Latrobe, 
cavalry, as chief military aid to Presi- 
dent Coolidge, succeeding Col. Blanton 
Winship, who has gone to the Philip- 
pines aS legal adviser to Gov. Gen 
Henry L. Stimson, was announced yes- 
terday at the White House. The an- 
nouncement confirmed earlier rumors 
that Col. Latrobe would succeed Col 
Winship because of the favorable im- 
pression he had tmade on President 
Coolidge at the Summer White House 
in the Black Hills, near where Col. 
Latrobe commanded the Fourth Cav- 
alry at Fort Meade, S. Dak. 

Col. Latrobe was born in Baltimore 
in 1874, took a special course in archi- 
tecture at the University of Pennsyl- 
Vania, and served as a captain of ar- 
tillery in the Cuban insurgent army 
under Gen. Calixto Garcia from 1896 
un‘il the ‘Spanish-Am*rican War, when 
he was commissioned a captain of 
volunteer infantry.

Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 9 (A.P.).—

Those 
interrogated asserted the fact that 
Robert I. Marsh, indicted with Jackson, 
was mentioned in e true bill as a 
former attorney for the klan would 
have no bearing on their verdict. They 
also said the fact that the name of 
LD. C. Stephenson, former Klan dragon, 
who is serving a life sentence for 
murder, had been associated with that 
of the governor would not influence 
them. Stephenson is expected to be the 
first witness for the State. 

Church and political affiliations again 
were stressed by the defense. Jackson’s 
attorneys also indicated that it would 
attempt to prove that Jackson did not 
place former Gov. Warren T. McCray 
in a State of fear to nrevent him from 
exposing the alleged attempted bribe.

Managua, Nicaragua, Feb. 9 (A.P.).—

zine published in New York, arrived 
here today with the statement that he 
had spent five hours with Sandino last 
Saturday in a camp at San Rafael Del 
Norte, a short distance northwest of 
Matagalpa. 

Harold Patterson, British charge 
d'affaires, announced today that he had 
been informed by telephone that San- 
dino had been seen in that vicinity 
as late as yesterday morning.

Sandino, he 
said, furnished him with a guard of 
30 men on the last half of his journey 
to San Rafael. Beals, coming from 
Honduras, had crossed the State of 
Nueva Segovia, which had been San- 
dino’s stronghold until United States 
Marines captured his headquarters re- 
cently.

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William Howard Thompson, 56 years 


old, former member of the United 
States Senate from Kansas, died yes- 
terday in his apartment at 3701 Massa- 
chusetts avenue northwest. Heart dis- 
€ase was the cause of death. 

After the expiration of his senatorial 
term in 1919, Mr. Thompson became en- 
gaged in the practice of law in this 
city.- While at his office in the Na- 
tional Press Building, Fourteenth and 
F streets northwest, on Tuesday, he 
was stricken with a heart attack. Re- 
moved to his home, he lapsed into un- 
consciousness and never recovered from 
the coma. 

Mr. Thompson served his State as 
senator from 1913 until 1919. He held 
the distinction of polling the largest 
vote ever given a Democrat in Kansas 
and defeated former Gov. Stubbs, of 
Kansas, for the office. 

Born in Crawfordsville, Ind., October 
14, 1871, his family moved to Nemaha 
County, Kans., when he was a boy of 
9. He became active in affairs of the 
State in his young manhood, evhile en- 
gaged in the practice of law. He was 
the author of legal articles on judicial 
reform. 

At the age of 34, Mr. Thompson was 
accorded the distinction of being the 
Only Democrat elected to a district 
judgeship in the district embracing Ne- 
maha County. He held the judicial 
office until 1913, when he was the 
State’s choice for senator, receiving 
votes from Republicans and Socialists 
as well as Democrats. 

On August 29, 1894, he married Miss 
Bertha Felt, the daughter of former 
Lieut. Gov. Andrew J. Felt, of Kansas. 

Besides his wife, Mr. Thompson is 
survived by two sons, Wilbur F. Thomp- 
60n, an attorney of Tulsa, Okla., and 
William H. Thompson, jr. a high 
school student, of this city, and a 
daughter, Mrs. Thelma Winkemeier, of 
New Yors City. Funeral arrangements 
had not been completed last night.

Hughes Pleads Vainly. 


Mr. Hughes, during today’s discus- 
sions, was reported to have earnestly 
invited Dr. Pueyrredon to agree to the 
preamble which the majority found 
agreeable in the name of solidarity and 
to avoid producing a situation which 
might imperil the result of the whole 
conference. 

He even suggested, it was sald, that 
Argentina might agree to the conven- 
tion proposed with the reservation that 
it found the absence of economic 
clauses harmful to the cause of Pan- 
Americanism, 

Dr. Pueyrredon was reported as re- 
plying that he could only conceive of 
useful Pan-Americanism in terms of 
concrete achievements and ideals and 
that the time had come to establish a 
new trend in Pan-American efforts. 

The news of the failure of the Pan- 
American subcommittee to reach an 
agreement disheartened many delegates. 
They pointed out that another sub- 
committee, debating the fundamental 
rights and duties of nations, appears 
also on the verge of a deadlock. They 
questioned the future of this congress 
under two blowg of such magnitude.

Dr. Pueyrredon Unmoved. 


Argentina’s position was dictated, Dr. 
Pucyrredon said after the meeting, by 
“the. traditional national policy which 
all our governments, no matter of what 
party, have adhered to since the day 
of our independence.” 

“I wish to emphasize,” said Dr. 
Pueyrredon, “that Argentina, in up- 
holding this policy, has no ulterior mo- 
tives, since Argentina is probably the 
most »mpartial state in the Pan-Amer- 
ican Conference on questions of inter- 
vention. We are neither subject to the 
danger of intervention from some other 
state, nor are we threatening others 
with the same measure. 

“I must insist, however, that Argen- 
tina’s traditional policy tn the matter 
not be abandoned or encroached upon 
by other theories.” 

Efforts were made in the committee 
meeting to convince the Argentine 
delegate that the Maurtua formula was 
wider than his own, and even embraced 
his own, but it is understood the am- 
bassador not only disagreed with this, 
but holds the belief that the difference 
between the two projects is so wide 
that the Argentine position can not be 
met by merely minor changes in the 
Maurtua report.

tAILROAD LANDS, 


In 1864, or 64 years ago, Congress granted 
certain lands to a corporation known as the 
Northern Pacific Railroad Co. to aid in the 
building of a railroad from Lake Superior to 
Puget Sound. Six years later another ‘grant 
was made. Altogether the total amount of 
such grants was approximately 44,000,000 
acres, 

The golden spike which marked the com- 
pletion of the great railroad enterprise was 
driven in the days of President Arthur, but 
the question of the final location of the last 
acres to be patented to the railroad company 
is not yet settled. Judging from the manner 
in which disputed questions between the com- 
pany and the Government have been allowed 
to drag along it will be about the time that 
the centennial of the completion of the rail- 
road is celebrated that the end of the liti- 
gation may be expected. 

The terms of the original grant provided 
that if for any reason the company was not 
able to make its selections of lands within 
the limits originally specified, the right to 


‘make choice of other lands should vest in 


the corporation. The Northern Pacific claims 
that a deficiency of approximately 3,750,000 
acres still exists, In partial settlement of this 
claim for “lieu lands” the Interior Depart- 
ment issued patents for 5,681 acres in Mon- 
tana, After the issuance of these patents it 
was discovered that the lands thus patented 
are within the limit of a forest reserve. 
Therefore there began the game of passing 
the buck from the executive to the judicial! 
branches of the Government, then back to 
the legislative branch, and thence back again 
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legal question are raised, owing to conflicting 
court decisions, the Department of Justice 
suggests that suit for an equitable adjust- 
ment of the whole controversy be instituted, 
to the end that a way be cleared “for a judi- 
cia] determination of the whole matter, just 
to both the United States and the railroad 
company.” 


TO REGULATE SELLING A PIG, 


The bill which proposes to place all direct 
marketing of Hive stock under control of the 
Secretary of Agriculture needs careful atten- 
tion before it is pressed for enactment, Sena- 
tor Capper’s object in offering this bill, and 


Secretary Jardine’s aim in supporting its main 
purpose, are to force shipments of live stock 
into central] public markets for the purpose 
of helping to establish and stabilize prices. 
But when it is proposed to establish Federal 
control over every private transaction in live 
stock it is evident that the bill encounters 
constitutional objections, which even Secre- 
tary Jardine recognizes, 

If a farmer wishes to deliver his live stock 
direct to a packer or wholesaler, thus saving 
a middleman’s commission, handling charges, 
&c., why should he not have the right to do 
so, without asking the consent of the Gov- 
ernment? Or if qa packer can arrange to buy 
his raw material direct from a stock raiser, 
why should he be required to take out a 
license from the Secretary of Agriculture? 

Apparently the Capper bill as now drawn 
seeks to set up Federal interference between 
the buyer and seller in ordinary transactions, 
running into hundreds of thousands annually, 
in all parts of the country. Even if this could 
be done constitutionally, the resulting .bene- 
fits of concentrated public marketing, if any, 
would not offset the nuisance and expense ot 
governmental interference in private business. 
There is too much of this interference already. 
When it is proposed that a farmer can not 
sell a load of hogs except under the super- 
vision of Washington the penultimate ab- 
surdity of bureaucracy would seem to have 
been reached. Al] that would remain would

ROCKING THE RACE CRADLE. 


Once in a while some one tilts the 
sumed cradle of the race to make it 
toward one or another land or latitude. Scme 
have contended that man first appeared at 
what is now the North Pole; others have con- 
tended for parts of Asia, Africa and America 
as the place of man’s origin.

The Pre- 
historic Survey sent out by University of Chi- 
cago has done painstaking work in this re- 
gion, the geologists becoming convinced that 
man’s occupancy goes back hundreds of thou- 
sands of years. Dr, Sandford and Dr. Arkell, 
both of Oxford University, stand in the lead 
of scientists of their order. Studying the ter- 
races formed by the flooding of the Nile 
through infinite reaches of time, these men 
have come to look upon them as steps down 
which they may readily discern the races of 
men receding in time with each lower level 
explored.

| intendent of markets recommended an 
| appropriation of $30,000 for repairs 
‘for the building. He has made that 
same recommendation for the last sev- 
eral years. The building is in as good 
'a condition today as it has been for 
ten years, 

The West End has always needed the 
market. It has always patronized it. 
The market, under all the disadvan- 
tages, has paid its own way. With Cen- 
ter Market gone, the Western Market 
would be neeued more than ever by the 
100,000 people in the West End. The 
Western Market would supply the needs 
of the people living within the boun- 
dries of Sixteenth west to the eastern 
side of Georgetown, and from Florida 
avenue on the north to Potomac Park 
cn the south. 

Thirty to fifty real dirt farmers eell 
from their wagons at Western Market 
every market day. With just a little 
better facilities a hundred would make 
that market their headquarters. 

The market merchants are not com- 
plaining about ‘susiness done by them. 
Most of them vish to continue. Only 
four stalls out of about 100 are vacant 
even now. 

<ifty or more large apartment houses 
have been built within ten blocks of the 
Western Market in the last five years, 
and three large hotels. About fifteen 
chain stores have opened up in the 
same neighborhood in the same’ period 
of ‘time, Still the Western Market is 
doin; an increasing business.

Contest Before Commission. 


This action by the two street car 
companies insures that the union's 
representatives will place before the 
Public Utilities Commission the ques- 
tion of incorporation into the charter 
of the merged company of the guar- 
antees requested of the companies and 
refused by them. 

The commission, at its semiweekly 
meeting yesterday, discussed questions 
concerning reception of the merger 
plan by that body. The first question 
raised was whether 10 or 30 days’ no- 
tice would have to be given of a public 
hearing on the merger under the law. 

If questions of changes in rates of 
fare are involved the law requires 30 
days’ notice. Otherwise only ten days 
are required. 

The question of fare is said not to 
be involved directly. But it is also said 
that the question of an agreed valua- 
tion is dealt with in the merger agree- 
ment and that indirectly that invoives 
possible increase of fare at an early 
date. 

The other question is whether the 
stockholders of each company are re- 
quired under the merger act to pass 
on the agreement before the commis- 
sion considers it. Corporation Counsel 
W. W. Bride was asked for a ruling on 
both points.

Game-Going Suit-Bids. 


N previous articles of this series we 

have considered the strength requi- 

site for suit-bids of one, two and 
three; but we have not discussed the 
strength required for original game- 
going suit-bids. In this connection it 
should be remembered that while there 
is a difference between the strength re- 
quired for bids of one, depending upon 
the location of the player at the table 
—it requiring greater strength to open 
the bidding Fourth Hand than Third, 
and Third Hand than either Second or 
First—there is no difference in the 
strength required for original bids of 
two or more, regardless of the place at 
the table occupied by the bidder; and, 
of course, this doctrine applies to game- 
going suit-bids. These bids should be 
made with a hand so strong that it 
would be dangerous to bid one less 
‘nam game for fear the partner might 
pass with a holding too weak to jus- 
tify a Jump and yet strong enough to 
produce game with the aid of the un- 
usual strength of the bidder's hand. 


Of course, in making game-going 
suit-bids the only requirement is the 
total strength of the hand. It may be 
all in the trump suit, in the trump 
suit and one other suit, or in the trump 
Suit and two other suits. It is not apt 
to be in the trump suit and three other 
suits because, under the circumstances, 
the bid generally would be No Trump. 


Of course, to make the game-going 
bid it is not essential that the player 


naming it have the amount of the bid 
beyond peradventure in his own hand; 
all that is required is that with some- 
thing less than an Ace in high-card 
strength ih his partner’s hand, and a 
favorable break of the adverse cards 
he will make game. 

Suppose, for example, the bidder 
should hold seven cards of a suit head- 
ed by Ace-King-Jack, or six cards of a 
suit headed by Ace-King-Queen. In 
neither case would it be a certainty 
that he would make every trick in that 
suit. The chances would be distinctly 
in favor of his so doing, but in the 
first case the Queen and two others 
might be in the adverse hand on his 
left, the two other hands holding only 
a total of three cards of the suit be- 
tween them; and in the second case 
either of the adverse hands might have 
four cards of the suit headed by Jack, 
once again only three cards of it be- 
ing in the two other hands. 

When such unfortunate breaks oc- 
cur, the game-going bid may be set and 
a smaller bid might easily obtain the 
contract °1d fulfill it; but the partner 
is not expected to jump a suit-bid of 
three (either Major or Minor) to game 
unless holding a Ace, King or Queen 
of the trump suit, or a side Ace, or a 
cymbination of face cards which sug- 
gests the probability of a trick, or a 
singleton and trumps which can be 
used for ruffing purposes:

OW then, Madame F.,, you become

do to tough and to tender meats— 
cooking them I mean.” 

Briefly speaking, you should roast 
the more tender cuts, and steam, or 
boll, or pressure cook the tougher ones. 
Long slow cooking is necessary when 
meat has resisting tendencies—and 
quick, 
in cases of the expensive, tender cuts. 
For instance, a pot roast, which may 
be rump or round of beef, is cooked 
iong and slowly. And by the same 
token may I suggest, apropos your let- 
ter, that when you do remove the 
bones of the meat to have it rolled 
vou remove a bit, quite a bit of the 
flaver and @Zeliciousness of the roast. 
A standing roast may not look as de- 
lectable as a rolled one, but it will 
taste more *so, 


I hope this takes care of your doubt, 
and that you realize why the difference 
in cooking time and temperature is 
stressed. It is not strange then, Is it, 
that we can not cook all cuts of meat 
by one process.

& week ago. The system’s holdings of 
bills bought in the open market de- 
creased $8,100,000; of United Staies 
“bonds, $5,500,000; of Treasury notes, 
622,300,000, and of cer‘ificates of in- 
tiebtedness, $4,500,000. 

Federal Reserve note circulation was 
$7,200,000 more than a week ago, an 
increase of $10,600,000 reported by the 
Tederal Reserve Bank of Atlanta and 
tmaller increases by four other banks 
being partly offset by a total reduction 
“of $5,800,000 reported by the remaining 
banks.

Possibility of Army-Navy 
Game Next Year Fading 


By ALAN J. GOULD 
(Associated Press Sports Editor.) 
N* YORK, Feb. 9 (A.P.).—There 

may be a shock in store for those 
vbservers taking it for granted 
that the Army-Navy athletic break this 
year is just a passing squall and that 
everything will be smoothed out for a 
renewal of relations in 1929. ¥ 

Present indications are that the 
split not only is likely to exist next 
year, but for some years to come unless 
there is a radical switch in policy on 
the part of one or the other of the 
service institutions. 

Since congressional activity and peace 
cvertures from other sources failed to 
shake the point of view of either 
academy, it has become increasingly 
evident that neither is inclined to do 
any yielding. 


With a similar situation evxist- 
ing another year there is no more 
likelihood of a get-together or a 
compromise in 1929 than there has- 
been in the past few weeks of 
maneuvering that culminated in 

each school’s filling the date previ- 
ously assigned for the interservice 
gridiron clash on November 24. 


The Navy, in its demand for a three- 
year varsity standard of eligibility, feels 
it has gained public. support wide- 
spread enough to justify its attitude.

HE intercollegiate football rules 
sommittee, by its action in mak- 
ing but three important changes 

in the rules for next season, evidently

The new ruling in regard to the 
screen pass, prohibiting, as it does, 
offense linemen from interfering in 
any way with the defensive backs’ op- 
portunity to break up or intercept the 
pass, will cause more than one team 
to give up this play or abide by the 
ruling on it. 

Many teams last season, in thelr use 
of the screened pass, sent out their 
forward wall practically from tackle 
to tackle in front of the defensive backs 
and these linesmen not only screened 
the pass but they actually took out 
the defensive backs without regard to 
the ball being in the hands of the 
passer or in the air.

Transatlantic Fliers, Guests 
at White House, Entertained 
by Officials Later. 


PLANS FOR FUTURE 
NOT YET OUTLINED 


fentative Arrangements In- 
clude Flight Across Conti- 
nent to San Francisco. 


Congratulations of President Cool- 
idge, and the homage of officials, were 
bestowed on Lieut. Comdr. Joseph Le- 
brix and Lieut. Dieudonne Costes, 
French fliers, who rested in Washing- 
ton yesterday after their long and haz- 
ardous hop from France and southern 
climes. 

The daring Frenchmen, who, in 
reaching Washington by air achieved 
for France the goal for which Nunges- 
ser and Coll gave their lives, were re- 
eelved and congratulated by President 
Coolidge at noon, and at 1 o’clock were 
entertained at luncheon by the As- 
sistant Secretaries for Aeronautics of 
the War, Navy and Commerce Depart- 
ments. ' 

A continued round of entertainment 
Will follow today, and at 8 o'clock to- 
morrow morning the fliers will leave 
for New York after which they will de- 
clde further plans, dependent largely, 
they explained, on instructions from 
Paris, 

Other Plans in Doubt. 


Their tentative plan is to make a 
cross-continent flight to San Francisco, 
stopping en route at the principal cities 
~—taking their time. But they really 
do not know, they explained, just what 
they will do after they reach New York, 
and to make an honest confession for 
them, they are not worrying a great 
deal. 

If they make the hop to San Fran- 
cisco, and if nothing happens, their 
next plan is to return to Paris by ship 
and the Pacific. However, they will 
not fly back, either across the Atlantic 
or Pacific, they explained. Lindbergh 
made the flight across the Atlantic so 
“chic,” they said, that they have no 
desire whatever tq try to emulate his 
feat by an easterly return flight. 


White House Lunch Today. 


The filers will have luncheon at 1 
o'clock today with President Coolidge, 
following a reception given them at 
12:30 o’clock by the National Press 
Club in its new building. 

They have nothing on program this 
morning. This afternoon they will 
visit the Naval Air Station and inspect 
the aerial equipment which the Navy 
has on the river side of the field where 
they landed. Tonight they will dine 
with Maj. Georges Thenault, Assistant 
Military Attache for Aeronautics of the 
French Embassy. After that they have 
nothing scheduled. They will prob- 
ably rest for the trip to New York. 

The bronzed travelers last night at- 
tended the Empire Ball given by Am- 
bassador and Mme. Claudel at the 
French Embassy, and since the ball was 
held at 10:30 o’clock, they retired late, 
after a rather arduous day—a day that 
was @ relaxation in some degree, but 
after all did not contain a great deal of 
rest for them. 

Nevertheless, Costes and Lebrix did 
not worry a great deal about these 
matters. They were in the best of spir- 
its all day, happy, jolly and carefree. 
This was the spirit in which they 
greeted everything and _ everybody. 
Neither did they worry a great deal 
about what was on schedule or what 
had passed. 


Pine for French Food. 


’ There was one thing, however, which 
by about 6 o’clock yesterday was caus- 
ing them some concern, and that was 
the monotony of “ice water.” In ad- 


dition, they pined for “some good old! 


French food.” However, they had an 
especial antipathy to the domination 
of “ice water” in their drink diet. 

Maj. Thenault promised them that 
they would “get some good old French 
food” tonight, and there was indication 
too that the thirst for something be- 
sides ‘‘ice water” would be satisfied. 

Maj. Thenault asked if they would 
like to see a show. But with a charac- 
teristic French gesture they refused. 

“We will see a show in New York; 
that will be time enough,” they said. 

Lebrix and Costes rose at 7:30 o’clock 
yesterday morning—they are early 
risers. At 9 o’clock they journeyed to 
Bolling Field, accompanied by Maj. 
Thenault. Thence they visited Arling- 
ton, where both placed wreaths on the 
tomb of the Unknown Soldier. Ambas- 
sador Claudel presented them to the 
President. 

Guests at the luncheon, held at the 
Mayflower Hotel, included Secretary of 
the Navy Wilbur, Secretary of War 
Davis, Secretary of Commerce Hoover, 
besides high officers of the Army and 
Navy, Members of Congress and others.

Costes and Lebrix motored around the 
Speedway yesterday afternoon, accom- 
panied by Maj.

They are proud 
of the fact that their 24,000-mile jour- 
ney has been at the rate of 107 miles 
an hour—30 miles an hour more than 
Lindbergh has made in his recent 
travels.

his position as chief engineer. 


Work for Graves Sought. 


When Graves appeared before the

Awarded Husband 


Rudolph Hemans, a jeweler, Kresge 
Building, has been awarded a final 
decree by Justice Hitz, in Equity 
Court, annulling his marriage of April 
11, 1915, at Hoboken, N. J., to Mrs. 
Bessie F. Hemans. The latter began 
the action herself by suing for an 
absolute divorce. Hemans (filed a 
cross bill and challenged her right to 
have a marriage, which he considered 
illegal, dissolved. 

According to the cross bill, Mrs. 
Hemans, under the name of Florence 
Bessie Rote, was married to Ridgely 
D. Wright on March 21, 1904. She 
subsequently sued Wright for divorce 
in the California courts and was 


awarded an_ interlocutory decree 
against Wright on February 18, 1915. 
She did not secure a final decree 
against Wright until February 18, 
1916, but during the interval between 
the signing of the interlocutory and 
the final decrees she became the wife 
of Hemans, the records show. Attor- 
neys Wheatley and Donovan appeared 
for Hemans. ,
